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A MAN is facing a lengthy jail 
term for the “sadistic and humil¬ 
iating” rapes of a woman and a 
teenager during a burglary. 

Martin Abbs, 31, was part of a 
three-strong gang that broke into 
the woman's home in Littleport in a 
revenge mission after an alleged 
theft, Cambridge Crown Court 
heard. 

The gang, who were clad in disguises 
including a ‘Scream’ mask, carried a 
knuckle-duster, a knife and a screwdriver. 

Abbs, of Hazelwood Close, Cambridge, 
raped the woman while her 15-year-old son, 
who had been head-butted in the face, was 
downstairs. He also raped the 15-year-old 
girl, before dragging the women outside to a 
footpath and raping them again. 

Abbs, a father of five, had previously 
pleaded guilty to two counts of rape and a 
count of attempted rape against the woman, 
as well as two counts of rape against the 15- 
year-old girl. 

Gemma Lindfield, for the prosecution, 
described the incident as “terrifying” and as 
a “sustained, sadistic and deliberately 
humiliating rape of two vulnerable women”. 

Ms Lindfield read victim impact state¬ 
ments to the court, telling how the woman 
has “become a nervous wreck and feels like 
she is never going to be safe”. 

ludge lonathan Haworth said he was 
considering giving Abbs a life sentence or an 
indeterminate sentence for public pro¬ 
tection.

Blood trail lead 
to copper thief 


A TEENAGER who stole 
£500 worth of copper piping 
was caught by police after 
cutting his finger and leav¬ 
ing spots of blood behind at 
the scene. 

Tony Adams was arrested a 
month after he pinched the piping 
from an empty house in Littleport 
after forensic tests on the blood 
linked him to the crime. 

The 18-year-old, of the village’s 
Upton Place, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
where he pleaded guilty to theft, 
which took place between May 8 
and 11 in Friars Place, near to 
where Adams lives 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, said: 
“The property was owned by social 
housing group Sanctuary Here- 
ward and at the time, builders were 
renovating it.

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“The builders left the house 
securely over the weekend but 
when they returned on the Monday 
morning, they saw someone had 
entered. 

“Copper piping worth £500 had 
been taken from inside and there 
was damage to a window at the 
rear of the property, which is 
believed to have been where Mr 
Adams got in.” 

Police found blood on the bath¬ 
room sink and after tests Adams 
was arrested onftine 16. 

Adams told police in an inter¬ 
view that he wanted to sell the 
copper piping and that he had cut 
his finger when trying to get it out 
of the house. 

But fim Dignan, mitigating, said 
Adams was accompanied by the 


home’s former resident at the time 
of the theft. 

He told the bench: “My client 
admits he stole the piping but he 
did not go in as a trespasser. 

“He was with [the resident], who 
climbed through an already broken 
window to see if there had been 
any post delivered there by mis¬ 
take. He then let Mr Adams inside, 
which is where he saw the copper 
piping hanging and on the floor. 

“He thinks it was a completely 
stupid thing to do and is sorry for 
taking the piping.” 

Adams, who is currently unemp¬ 
loyed, claiming benefits and serv¬ 
ing a suspended prison sentence, 
was ordered to complete 60 hours 
of unpaid work in the local 
community for the theft. 

The Rev Michael Matthews, 
presiding magistrate, also ordered 
him to pay £50 in compensation 
but no court costs were awarded.

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Residents in flap over 
extra treats for birds

AN ELY bird lover is causing a flap 
with her neighbours - and the 
council - over her “obsessive”" 
duck-feeding habits. 

The woman, who lives on Waterside, 
scatters bucketfuls of wheat and household 
scraps for the birds at least twice a day. 

Nearby residents, “sick to death” of her 
regime, have noticed an unusually high 
number of rats near their homes, which they 
say is down to the leftover grain. 

And eager for food, the ducks, geese and 
swans, including the city’s controversial 
muscovies, are also waddling closer to 
people’s homes, leaving their mess behind 
on front doorsteps. 

One Waterside resident, Ian Ring, said 
“enough is enough”. 

He said: “Feeding the birds down by the 
river is fine and I know people like to do that. 

“But encouraging them up to people’s 
houses and front gardens is not and I think 
enough is enough now. 

“Their mess is just left everywhere and the 
more they are fed the more they turn up. 

“It is not really fair on them either, they 
should be eating their natural diet with the 
odd treat, not heaps of food handed to them 
on a plate. 

“She is literally out there morning, 
afternoon and night with food.” 

Another resident, who did not want to be 
named, said: “It is madness. 

“I have seen her out there at 5am before 
with a sack of corn and buckets of scraps. No 
wonder we have seen more rats than ever 
before. 

“The council needs to stop this now.” 

John Prentice, who has lived on Waterside 
since March, said: “They should not be 
getting fed like this anyway as it is making 
them lazy and obese. 

“The ducks are an issue with people and 
have been for years so she should just tone it 
down a little.” 

The woman refused to speak to the Weekly 
News about the issue but residents have now 
been in touch with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s environmental health 
team. 

A district council spokesman said: 
“Complaints about this woman have been 
made and we have had a chat with her 
recently about how important it is to stop. 

“She is not in any trouble but we are 
advising her on how to do things for the 
better and we will be monitoring her. 

“We would remind all residents that ducks 
are best fed on the river with the odd scrap, 
as too much food can make them obese and 
leftovers just encourage vermin.”

He described the events as 
“horrific”, adding: “For a man 
to behave in that way, to deal 
with women in the way he did, 
raises real questions on his 
state of mind.” 

Judge Haworth adjourned 
the case to consider a report 
from a forensic psychiatrist on 
the danger Abbs poses before 
sentencing. 

Alastair Malcolm, rep¬ 
resenting Abbs, said his client 


had no previous convictions 
for sexual offences. 

Mr Malcolm told the court 
the offences had occurred 
after Abbs’ drink was spiked 
with spirits and “some other 
substance”, and that he could 
remember nothing of the later 
events. 

Mr Malcolm said: “If he had 
not received what was given to 
him these offences would not 
have occurred.” 

Gary Smith, 27, of Hills 
Road, Cambridge, had pre¬ 


viously pleaded guilty to a 
charge of aggravated burglary 
and a charge of assault 
occasioning bodily harm in 
relation to the J5-year-old boy. 

Judge Haworth sentenced 
him to four years. Smith, who 
has already served 2 f 7 days on 
remand, will serve half the 
sentence in prison and half 
under licence. 

A J7-year-old boy, who can¬ 
not be named because of his 
age, was given a one-year 
detention and training order 


after admitting aggravated 
burglary and assault occas¬ 
ioning actual bodily harm. 

Judge Haworth said the two 
had not played any role in the 
sexual violence and he had 
not sentenced them in 
relation to those events. 

But he added: “Morally you 
were both cowards in not 
intervening when he assaulted 
the women, as clearly he was 
doing, whether sexually or 
not.”

Giving evidence to the bench, PCSO 
Emma Melton, said she had “no other 
option” but to ticket Bartlett on the morning 
of Thursday, October 30. 

She said: “There was a delivery lorry 
causing an obstruction outside the pub 
because it could not park in the loading bay. 

“Because it was market day, this caused 
traffic to back up right to the Market Square. 

“There was no disabled badge on display 
and there was certainly no loading or un¬ 
loading going on. 

“There is also a clear sign on the street 
saying the bay was for loading only.”

Europe early on. 

When there are large numbers they 
naturally lay lots of eggs but when 
they do there are also lots of a 
predator species of ichneumon fly to 
lay their eggs inside the caterpillar of 
the whites. These eggs hatch out into 
a larvae that then eats into the flesh 
of the caterpillar so it does not turn 
into a large white butterfly in 2009. 
This year there are many ichneumon 
flies looking for large white 
caterpillars that are not there. So 
their numbers next year will be low 
and a new influx of white butterflies 
will feed on your brassicas. So keep 
your gauze or nets till 2010. You will 
need them I expect. 

On the other hand, this year there is a 
phenomenal invasion of painted 
lady butterflies (pictured below) 
which have come from North Africa. 
Millions have been seen all over 
Europe flying hard and fast, north 
even to Scandinavia. I watched over 
100 per hour go by me here one day. 
lust imagine that happening all over 
Britain. 

They have all now laid eggs on their 
feed plant and the second brood will 
appear in a week or two, just when 
your buddleia is out so look out for 
them. They are really super insects. 
Mind you, if you don’t want them 
then put your netting over your 
thistles... that’s what the caterpillars 
feed on.

No ‘silent spring’ 
out in the Fens 

Sir, It is wrong to say that a 
decline in bird life and insects is 
the fault of cereal farmers. 

I used, until quite recently, to 
farm cereals at Bottisham and I 
can assure your readers that we 
had lots of swallows, swifts and 
martins there. And Chalk Farm 
was never without a cuckoo or 
two. 

I now live in Swaffham Prior Fen, 
where cereals and some 
remarkable crops of vegetables 
are grown and I can further assure 
your readers that, especially this 
year, the bird life is truly 
wonderful and varied and that 
insects of all sorts proliferate. 
Indeed, whilst my lime trees are 
constantly humming with bees 


and other welcome creatures, 
there are rather too many aphids 
around for my liking and the flies 
and mosquitoes are their usual 
summer nuisance. 

I am quite near to Wicken Fen and 
the National Trust boasts on its 
website of having 1,894 different 
species of fly there. The trust also 
warns visitors to beware of 
mosquitoes. 

As to cuckoos, we have heard their 
call almost every day since April 
and they now start up at about 
3.45 am. 

There is no “silent spring” in the 
Fens and that is one of the 
reasons why I and my friends are 
campaigning to keep the fens 
actively farmed and not ruined by 
ignorant do-gooders.

Residents and tourists 
could soon be taking to the 
unusual boards alongside 
punts and canoes along the 
River Cam. 

Scudamores, one of Cam¬ 
bridge’s largest punting firms, 
wants water sports enthusiast 
Roland Gurner to run guided 
paddle boarding tours along 
the city’s waterways. 

The company is in talks 
with the 34-year-old after he 
was featured in the Weekly 
News last week. 

Having launched the Fen 
Paddle Company, Roland was 
already running paddle 
boarding sessions in Ely, his 
home city. 

But he wanted to get the 
quirky sport running across 
the county and people of all 
ages having a go. 

A bit life surfing with oars, 
or like canoeing while 
standing on a surfboard, Rol¬ 


and hoped the region’s water¬ 
ways could soon be heaving 
with people trying to learn 
how to paddle board. 

He said: “Only last week I 
was telling people how amaz¬ 
ing it would be if more people 
wanted to try paddle board¬ 
ing. And now I am in talks 
with Scudamores about run¬ 
ning taster sessions and 
guided tours on the boards 
along the River Cam. 

“This is just fantastic and I 
really think things could take 


off from here. 

“It is the sort of sport that 
once people have a go, they 
will want to again. 

“Paddle boarding is add¬ 
ictive, for people of all ages 
and extremely good for you.” 

Popular in Cornwall and 
California, paddle boarding is 
said to have started in Hawaii 
about 50 years ago when 
photographers, desperate for 
snaps of celebrity holiday¬ 
makers on remote beaches, 
would use paddle boards to 


get as close as possible with¬ 
out getting their cameras wet. 

Rod Ingersent, Scudamores’ 
general manager, said he 
thought paddle boarding 
could become popular, both 
in Cambridge and further 
afield. 

He said: “We have met 
Roland and are now in talks 
about where we go from here. 

“He is passionate about the 
sport, a good teacher and it is 
definitely something I think 
will become an instant hit. 

“When he came down to 
show us how it is done on the 
river, there were people on the 
banks saying they would love 
to try it, and I think that would 
largely be the case. 

“But this is his baby and we 
would want it to stay like that, 
with him running the tours 
and him showing people how 
it is done. 

“If we could have him down 
here with the boards this 
summer that would be great.” 

Roland’s free taster sessions 
are currently taking place near 
The Cutter Inn, Ely, every 
Thursday from 6.30pm and 
every Saturday from 11.30am 
onwards.

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From shoebox to treasure trove 
- museum celebrates 40 years

M ost small 
children 
have, at 

sometime, pottered 
proudly into the 
house with a grubby 
item dug up from the 
garden. 

Whether it is a wriggling 
worm that even the 
hungriest of blackbirds has 
left behind or centuries- 
old coins that have been 
unearthed by little fingers, 
all sorts of things seem to 
find their was from outside 
to the indoors via toddlers. 

But who would have 
thought that when four- 
year-old Craig Delanoy 
started finding pigs’ teeth 
and bits of old pottery in 
his back garden in 
Haddenham, in 1969, that 
one of the country’s finest 
farmland museum 
collection’s would be up 
and running 40 years later. 

Amazingly, that was just 
how The Farmland 
Museum at Denny Abbey- 
which is celebrating its 
ruby anniversary in July - 
was founded. 

“It does seem 

unbelievable when looking 
back”, admits Craig’s mum 
Lorna, 69, who now lives in 
Mepal with her 71-year- 
old husband Mike. 

“Craig would wander 
around the garden getting 
his hands on anything he 
could find. 

“Behind our house was

a pig farm, so he used to 
find lots of pigs’ teeth, bits 
of pottery and other 
rubbish lying around. 

“He brought them 
inside, put them in a 
shoebox and before we 
knew it, his collection grew 
and grew.” 

Realising Craig - who is 
now aged 44, happily 
married and living in 
Pymoor - had a love for all 
things old, friends and 
family started to pass their 
finds and unwanted items 
on to him. 

Chuckling, Lorna says: 
“Things then started to 
grow quite rapidly so we 
bought a garden shed to 
keep his things in. 

“He was so proud of 
them and we did get many 
interesting things like 
farming equipment, so we 
could not just get rid of 
them. 

“But the more we took 
the more people brought 
to us and before long, we 
had built a blacksmith’s 
shop then a special 
bygone’s building at our 


home.” 

Opened by the late Sir 
Clement Freud, the 
bygones’ building seemed 
to attract even more of 
people’s ancient 
possessions and in 1984 
the Delanoy family set up a 
body of trustees for the 
collection, of which Sir 
Freud was the chairman. 

“We needed to keep 
what our son had built up, 
by now it was looking like a 
mini museum. 

“Even though he had 
now grown out of it, 
people still brought us 
things so my husband and 
I knew we had to keep it 
going. 

“I suppose we took it on 
as our responsibility 

“The fact that Craig 
donated all the money he 
got from the museum to 
children who could not see 
or walk made us even 
more determined I think.” 

Since the tiny shoebox 
collection, the family have 
raised more than £13,000 
for various children’s 
charities through the 


collection. 

And still to this day, 
Lorna and Mike, who were 
both awarded MBEs by the 
Queen for their work at the 
museum, and who both 
still volunteer there, 
fundraise for Great 
Ormond Street Hospital. 

In 1992, the couple, who 
also have two other sons, 
desperately tried to get 
sponsorship in a bid to 
keep their bygones’ 
building running. 

“It did look like things 
would come to an end in 
that year. We struggled for 
sponsorship to help fund

the upkeep and our energy 
levels were low. 

“Cleaning the exhibits 
and maintaining 
everything, bearing in 
mind we were both in full¬ 
time work, was very time 
consuming and we did say 
to the trustees we did not 
think the collection could 
continue. 

“By this time, even 
though he did have and 
still does have a passive 
interest in the museum, 
Craig was living his own 
adult life and training to be 
an engineer.” 

But determined not to 
let the collection and the 
family’s hard work drift 
away, the trustees fought 
long and hard to find a way 
to keep it going. 

It was then that they 
stumbled across derelict 
farm buildings at Denny 
Abbey - the home of the 
much-loved museum 
today. 

Smiling, Lorna said: 
“Being an English Heritage 
site, in a rural location yet 
just off the A10, it was the 
perfect place. 

“Luckily, everything 
panned out and soon an 
official museum was 
created. 

“Of course, we then had 
more and more beautiful 
pieces handed into us, but 
this time we had the room 
and we took advantage of 
it.” 

The museum soon 


turned into the popular 
tourist attraction - more 
than 5,500 visitors have 
passed through its doors 
already this year. 

Holding regular open 
and education days for 
youngsters, the centre is 
also used as a learning 
base by hundreds of 
schools across the region. 

Lorna said: “People say 
time flies but this really has 
flown. 

“We still have an active 
role in the museum so we 
see how it changes year 
after year. 

“But to be here, just 
about to celebrate 40 years 
in the making, is 
something else.” 


To mark the special 
occasion, the Lriends of 
the museum have 
organised a ‘Bubbles and 
Berries’ night to be held on 
Saturday. 

Cambridge Concert 
Orchestra will perform 
while visitors enjoy a glass 
of wine and tour the 
museum, farm worker’s 
cottage, village shop and 
craft workshops. 

Running from 5.30pm 
until dusk, tickets are just 
£6 each and all are 
welcome. 

Children go free.

Court bans

A FATHER-TO-BE has been banned from 
driving after being caught speeding for the 
fifth time in two years.

Hassle-free options 
for summer watering 


AS CONTAINER plants 
begin to flourish and 
hanging baskets start to 
look their best, it's the 
watering that’s the hassle. 
It’s the most time-consuming 
chore of summer, especially if 
you have loads of pots. 

Many of us use drought-tolerant 
plants such as geraniums, 
agapanthus, alliums, 
phormiums, euphorbias, hebes, 
verbascum and nepeta to ease 
the burden of watering, and 
most established shrubs and 
perennials need less watering 
because their roots go deep 
enough to find moisture. 

If you don’t want to be limited in 
the plants you choose, you can 
install automatic irrigation 
systems. 

Choose a system which has a 
supply pipe that carries the 
water around the garden, and 
micro-tubing that can be fitted 
with individual nozzles which 
drip water at an even rate. 

Starter kits are available for self- 
assembly, and you can add extra 
pipes and nozzles later to extend 
the system. 

Connect the system to an 
outside tap and turn it on and 
off by hand, or add a timing 
device to do it automatically. 

The busy gardener should focus 
only on plants that need 
watering - those in containers 
and newly-planted specimens in 
borders, which will need to be 
kept moist until they are 
established. 

Don’t get the hosepipe out to 
water your borders in full sun on 
a hot day as lightly spraying the

surface does no good at all, and 
in any case very few areas of the 
garden need watering daily. 
Some vegetables will also need 
regular watering as they 
develop. Peas and beans should 
be watered frequently when the 
pods start to swell, while 
tomatoes and courgettes are 
also thirsty plants and need 
plenty of water as the fruit 
develops. With tomatoes, don’t 
go days without watering and 
then drench them. If you do, the 
base of the fruit is likely to split 
or the tomatoes may develop 
blossom-end rot - a dry, hard 
brownish coat at the base of the 
fruit which will ruin them. 

Leafy crops such as lettuce are 
less likely to bolt if they are kept 
moist, while tubers, such as 
potatoes, will need water 
throughout the growing season. 
Light watering is not the answer 
for most plants, as it just wets 
the surface of the soil - which 
encourages shallow rooting - 
and also evaporates more 
quickly. 

In hot weather, water in early 
morning or evening to reduce 
evaporation, and try to keep it 
around the base of the stem. 


Aim water at the roots of trees by 
inserting a section of drainpipe 
filled with gravel next to the tree, 
and then pouring water down 
that - it should go directly where 
it’s needed. 

Make a ridge of soil around 
shrubs which will hold the water 
in place as it soaks in. For plants 
in rows or smaller plants, install 
a seep hose. 

Alternatively, sink a plastic 
flower pot into the ground next 
to a plant which is likely to need 
watering and fill it up, which 
directs the water under the 
surface to the rooting zone of the 
plant. 

On the patio, you can buy 
equipment which will save time 
on watering by hand. 

Line porous containers with 
polythene before planting, but 
don’t cover the drainage holes. 
There are also self-watering 
containers with a reservoir built 
into the base and a wick 
connecting the reservoir to the 
compost. 

Stand summer pots on pot 
saucers so at least some of the 
water which has drained out will 
remain at the base and hopefully 
still seep up into the soil. 

A few easy changes to your 
watering habits should mean 
you can still enjoy your garden 
without having the hose out all 
the time. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lavender (Lavandula) 

It’s a classic cottage-garden 
favourite, perfect for edging 
borders and herb gardens, with 
its aromatic fragrance and pretty 
purple flowers. One of the best 
for a low, informal hedge is L 
angustifolia ‘Hidcote’, covered in 
purple flowers which attract bees 
in summer. The scent is released 
as you brush past it. If you want 
something slightly different, try 
French lavender (L stoechas 
subspecies pedunculata), which 
grows to around two feet (60cm) 
and bears dark purple flower 
spikes topped by bright purple 
bracts which look like rabbits 
ears. This is more effective in 
sheltered shrub borders, hot and 
dry sites, rock gardens and wild 
areas. If you want an alternative 
colour for your lavender, try 
‘Loddon Pink’ with its soft, pink 
flowers. All lavender benefits 
from being lightly trimmed after 
flowering and then again in 
spring, but don’t cut in to old 
wood or it won’t recover. 

THREE WAYS TO... 

Keep crops weed-free 

1. Use a hand fork to weed in 
between crops without 
damaging them. If you do it 
regularly, it should become less 
of a problem. 

2. Place an organic mulch of 
straw around crops, which 
suppresses weed growth and also 
looks attractive. 

3. For large areas, use landscape 
fabric or black plastic over the 
soil to block out light and plant 
crops in holes cut through it.

FIGURES recently released 
by the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors confirm 
estate agent William H 
Brown’s view that demand 
for good properties is now 
greatly outstripping supply.
